JUST HOW DORS ONE COMPARE RECEIVERS AND WHAT DOES IT MEAN 777 


It seema that recent comments in DXN gbout the lipmmak DR-22 end Yeesu FRG-7 have prompted 
a bit of a controversy, Mail on both sets of comments has bewn geterally in agreement, 
but some has beet received in opposition, fa noted last week, product summaries are 
provided to superficially acquaint the prdapective purchaser with some idea of the 
potentigl of the product reviewed. Actual user reviews or comparisons are to give a 
DX'ter a good working view of what the item will or will not do, Somewhere in between 

ia the sort of casual comments often conteainel in Musings. 


Cur feeling is thet any information which we can provide ia good, assuming that it “ia 
Reither groesly inaccurate or intentionally misleading, inasmich as Mmowledge of # 
product is highly advantageous to the buyer. 


There are, however, certain problems, A product summery must depend upon that infor- 
mation whibh ogn be readily obtained, and more often than not, this is advertising 
material, technical reviews, or specifications provided by tha manufecturer. Thus, 
ah engineer in the manufacturer's employ can "wax ecstatio" over the equipment, and 
it may still not be worthwhile. Specs my help, but thay do not necessarily prove 
out to be entirely accurate beyond the parameters of the teat circumstances, What 
counta, for our purposes, is how the thing performa in context, namely, ib applied 
BCB DX, For these purpodes, then, it may be seen that any DX'er who haa experienced 
a number of receivers, ati has DX'ed BCB a few years, is reasonably competent to 
evaluate its performence in non-technical terms. 


Also important is what type of a comperison is made. There are numerous different 
types of receivers: portab’é, commmications receivers, AM-FM's, BCB-only, etc., 
etd there are obviously overlapa. Some will insist thet comparisons must be made 
only within the particiklar type end subtype. For an accurate, scientific compari- 
eon this is true. In our case, though, we are interested in how the receiver com 
Peres to some generally-know and generally-accepted criterion, Portables are gen- 
erally compared to the Realistic TRF, which is the most popular and very close to 
the heat of that genre. Commmications receivers are compared to the "state of the 
ert BCB rig", the HQ-160. Sometimes other stamlards are used, if they fulfill the 
two criterig noted above. Likewise, miltibani portables may be compared to the 
Grundig line, although this is less widely mow, 


If a miltibend commmicatione receiver is compared to an HQ-18, it 1s not because 
4t will fall short, but rether because most DX'ers know something about an HQ-180, 
even if all they know is thet e large nunber of UX'era use them, etd hear good 

DX on them. It is » atandard, em thus, comparisons oan be made which ere masning- 
ful to the ‘er. 


A cursory efaminetion of receiver performance, compared to a Mow standard of 
refermice, by a DX'er who fits the bill noted at the outset, will be worth more 
by fer to the DX'er who is a potential buyer than will « product sunmary, 9 spece= 
sheet, or eh advertisement, Why ? Because it suits his anticipated application, 


Along the same lines, there are other sorts of standards relating to what a rig 
is deaignal to do. Some are dedigned to cover many hands sdequately. Others are 
designed for one band or band group only, Others are designed for listening, and 
not IX'ing, While it is useful for us to know what the receiver is designed to do 
atid not do, the value of » comparison to a know standard ia not diminished by 
thia, because the fact of what the receiver doea do is more important than whet 
4t 1a deaigned to do, Vany DX'ers hear about a rig, apd start to wondering about 
it. Hearing what is or is not designed to do is useful, but not as much so as 
kmowing whet it will do.

& receiver which is designed to compromise between two disparate considerations, 
in this cese, high-fidelity and DX; or, in the case of the Barlow-Wadley XCR-30, 
between large band coverage and portability and DX; mat, by necessity, be just 
that — a compromise, The nature of suak » compromise is to detract from each in 
order to serve the other, and, in general (although not necesserily always) the 
result is 9 sacrifice of each of such proportions that neither is served more then 
adequately. This is the nature of the beast, and, given its intent, it doea ful- 
fill » purpose, but thet purpose ig not necessarily thet of a good BCB DX receiver. 


Thus, in the optimum, we should know what a receiver is designed to do, and also 
whet it does do, Either one is informative and helpful; we have noted « preference 
between the twos and both would be best. As publishers, we strive to publish the 
most information in this srea which we can, which is severely limited by what is 
submitted to us, We have asked for info on various rigs, and, receiving none, have 
had to wait for it. In some cases, it never comes, and in others, cursory comments 
are all thet is available, Ingsmich as these have intrinsic value to the DX'er, we 
run them, and make references to them in enawer to members' questions. That's why 
if we know that a rig is not « particularly good BCB DE rig, we say so, even if 
we must rely on comparing it to something which is "out of its class". 
In -clésing, we Justify our position simply, and to do so% we quote member Renly 
Tomer, who seid’ in » recent card: " Why spend $300 on » (deleted) when you cen 
have en HQ-180 for the same price or less, given the former's drawbacks ?" We 
think, that says it all.

Most readers of DX NEWS foreign sections sre now aware of the existence of the 
superpower Chinese transmitter on 1525 kHz. at Urumchi. Likewise, we sre aware 

of the existence of two mejor Russian trensmittera on thet frequency st the pres- 
ent time, Khabarovsk, carrying the Far Eastern Service, ami Moscow, carrying the 
Majak Service. At various times, meny other transmitters have been hypothesized 
here. In 1973, Bob Bundy, a former member DX'ing from Truk, in the Caroline islds., 
noted the Chinese es "Peking" and the FES Rusaisn a3 well in IDXD, Gordon Nelson, 
pessing on info from Bengt Erieson, also in IDKD, noted » transmitter in the srea 
of Kraanovodsk on 1529 kHa in 1974. A stetion rumming FES waa also suspected on 
thia frequency, but never completely confirmed. 


Page Taylor, then vacationing in Scotland, noted the Moscow transmitter and the 
Chinese on 1525 in 1972. Several DX'ers on the West Corst have reported the Rus- 
sian FES transmitter, snd tentative receptions of the Chinese since 1973. 


In mid-1971, the first reported reception of Urumchi appesra from Page Taylor, 
quickly followed by one from the quthor. During the period from ita discovery 
up until the present, the following DX'era, per IDXD reports have definitely 
heard the Urumchi station:

Tentative receptions have been reported by Jeff Falconer in Onterio end Carl Junker 
in Dayton, Ohio, The 1529 station has been noted by Moore, Edmmis, Taylor, Fox- 
worth, and Levintow per IDXD, The Esatern Russign FES hes been noted, without M 
in TDXD by Foxworth, Levintow, Nelson, Fdmmds , Tsylor, end Hoffman. 


In Igte 1973 and early 1974, this suthor prepared « lengthy article, prompted by 
the first of these receptions, exploring the liklihood of auch receptions end the 
possible explanations for them. At thet time, « map was used to deaignete those 
areas where receptions of atations at Urumchi might be expected to be noted in 
the Eqatern U.S. It is interesfing to note that #11 of the definite receptions 

of the station et Urumchi, a3 well as the FES Ruasiena on 1525 snd 1529 have fal- 
len within that predicted area, and thet the two tentatives are near the edges 

of it. 


Despite these facta, little has been heard of the 1529 transmitters since 1973, 
and only Urumchi has been reported since 1974. No other trans—polar receptions 
have been noted. Recent info iniicates the probability of enother Chinese st 
Urumehi on 1335 kHz. (approx.). The 1977 WRTH indicates several Eastern Rusgiens 
which might be posaible, although these would be likely also only in mid-winter. 
Some Eaat-Central Russians, however, within about 500 miles of Urumchi might in- 
deed propagate in a similar fashion, given sufficient power, As of this writing, 
none of those listed approach Urumehi'a power, although the strength of that one 
is such that we can sasume thet somewhat lesser power might make it slso. 


There is one remaining possibility, however, relative to Urugchi, end thet is that 
inasmuch aa it is pretty much generally accepted that this is » Foreign Service 
tramamitter, end inasmuch as it tranamits primarily Russien language, it ia entire- 
ly within the realm of probability that this transmitter may in fact be direction— 
al in » generelly northerly snd northwesterly direction, thus accounting for itd 
rather singular receptions in North America and Europe. 


Urumchi ia aguiible throughout mch of the year, whereas the Russians were not, It 
ign"t too late to ahed some more light on this thie season, and the euthor will be 
again looking for this one end others someuiat more aystemeticelly next fall. let's 
hope thet others will be able to add some additiongl loggings to the picture, end 
that we may be able to add others to the list of trana-polar receptions, When the 
1525 signal is strong, that's the time to check the other frequencies for Russiens

1. The NRBA opposes any such action. An increase in available 


AM radio facilities in the United States will only serve to 
increase competition which has already reached a destructive 
level in many radio markets and wil] ultimately serve as a 
detriment to the public interest it is intended to promote. 
Therefore, the NRBA urges the Commission not to propose 
allocation of any additional spectrum to AM broadcast service, 
or at least to propose any such allocation on a shared 

basis, so that the frequency may be put to a non-broadcast 

use in the United States. The NRBA further asks the Commission 
not to propose reduction of minimum channel spacings in Region 
2. An increase in AM radio station would result in destructive 
lev ls of competition and would not serve the public interest. 


2, Broadcast financial data for 1975 released by the 
Commission in November, 1976, reveal that fully 39% of 
commercial AM stations and AM/FM Sombinations in the United 
States and 59% of independent commercial FM stations in the 
United States sustained net losses in 1975. This represents an 
increase in unprofitable AM stations and AM/FM conbinations 
from 35% of all such stations in 1974, 31% in 1973; the 
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percentage of FM stations which are unprofitable remained 
approximately constant. Further, another 19% of AM stations 
and AM/FM combinations made $10,000 or less in profit in 
1975. Thus, over half of the commercial stations are either 
losing money or are only marginally profitable, and the trend 
is for more stations to lose money every year. With such 

a financial situation prevailing in the industry, it is hard 
to see how additional AM stations would be able to survive, 
particularly if they were assigned to new frequencies not 
presently receivable on the radio receivers owned by potential 
listeners, 


3. In view of these facts, the NRBA submits that there 

is simply no need for additional AM stations. While in che 
abstract it may be in the public interest to increase the 
number of broadcast services available to listeners virtually 
to infinity, in reality such a goal is technically and 
financially impossible of achievement. Only a finite number 
of radio stations can support themselves financially in any 
particular radio market. The addition of new stations on a 
large scale basis would not necessarily result in viable 
new service to any significant extent, since many of the 
new stations would simply fail, or by succeeding would drive 
existing stations out of business. 


In fact, the creation of additional AM stations might very 
well result in a detriment to the public interest. Where a 
new station is able to stay afloat in a market, the increased 
level of competition for advertisers will lead to a reduction 
in revenues, inevitably many will have to reduce costs by 
cutting back on the expensive staff and resources necessary to 
produce high quality local news and public affairs programming. 
Thus, where programming services are ostensibly increased, 
valuable public service will often undergo a net decrease. 


4. Further, if the Commission's hope is to increase the 
availability of broadcast facilities for minority groups, 
increasing the absolute number of AM facilities available 

would be an extremely ill-advised way of doing so. Minority 
qroup broadcasters obtaining licenses for such facilities would 
be handicapped from the start by having to compete for revenues 
and listeners against existing stations with established 
audiences and revenue bases. If the Commission chose the 
alternative of expanding the AM band, these broadcasters 

would also suffer the disadvantage of operating on frequencies 
which could not be received on the radios of most potential 
listeners. As the Commission is aware, it has taken both 

FM radio and UHF television years to establish themselves, at 
least in part because the potential audience did not quickly 
replace their existing equipment with equipment capable of 
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receiving such stations. During the years it might take for 
listeners to buy new radios with an expanded AM band, many 
stations on the new frequencies would fail. Such operations 
would have a far greater chance for survivial if they were 
established by purchase of existing stations rather than creation 
of new ones, 


5. In short, the overall detrimental effect on the public 
interest of an absolute increase in the number of AM stations 
in the United States would far outweigh any speculative 
benefits which might result. Further, as set forth in more 
detail below, even a marginal increase in benefits to the 
public interest obtained by increasing the number of AM 
stations would be offset by the technical and practical 
difficulties presented by the two proposals. 


6. Realistically, there is no need for additional AM 

radio facilities in the United States. Establishment of 
additional stations would lead to destructive competition, 

the methods proposed for creating new channels would be 
financially burdensome to listeners and/or stations themselves, 
and the task of effecting change (at least in the case of 

the proposal to reduce minimum channel spacing) would be 
monstrously difficult and time-consuming. The Commission 
should propose neither the allocation of additional spectrum 
space to AM broadcast service nor the reduction of minimum 
channel spacings in Region 2. At ieast, if additional spectrum 
space is to be allocated to brcadcast service in the International 
Table of Frequency Assignments, such an allocation should 

be made on a shared basis, so that such spectrum space 

may be used for other purposes in the United States.
